healthy specimen in spite of all the Demo- 


.cratic diseases which have been attributed to 
.it. Figures gleaned from tao Treasury De- 
pal i meat testify to its warring ability. 
In 


•its seventh month, (February), it has pro- 
duced an average of over a million dollars B 
.day in revenue. 
In February the receipts 


iwci e $28,672,538, a larger sum than in any 
February since the inauguration of Presi- 
dent Cleveland. 
The expenditures were 


two million dollars less, thus leaving a sur- 
plus. The total receipts for the 
seven 


mouths during the operation of the bill are 
nearly $18,000,000 in excess of those of the 
Wilson law during the first seven months of 
its existence. The above figures are exclu- 
sive of the receipts from the Pacific Railroad 
sales and are confined solely to legitimate 
operations of the revenue laws. Congress- 
man Dingley'a repeated assertions that his 
bill if given time would prove to be euliiely 
sufficient to meet the requirements demon- 
strate that he understood his task when he 
framed the measure. 


In President McKinley's hour of anxiety 


and responsibility he has the distinct en- 
couragement of knowing that all of his 
movements during the present crisis are 
strongly and enthusiastically supported by 
Congress. There may be differences in po- 
litical questions, but when there is a call for 
the demonstration of patriotic support the 
working branch of the government stands 
.by him to a man. It is a rare compliment 
to his ability and judgment.

ble crimes is to refuse to give any cause for 
them. 
These districts are represented by 


white men who believe in suppressing the 
colored vote, and the murderers will never 
be punished. 
The blood of Baker's innocent 


child stains the hands of the politicians as 
well us the murderers, and the Standard puts 
the blame where it belongs." 


The Philadelphia Ledger is one of the few 


newspapers which is unalterably opposed to 
Hawaiian annexation. The ground it takes 
in justification of its opposition is clear and 
worthy of consideration. 
From a long edi- 


torial giving the reasons for its position in 
the case, we extract the following: 
"The in- 


habitants of the Hawaiian group have been 
practically voiceless on thesubject, and there 
has been no marked demonstration of popu- 
lar desire for annexation in the United States 
The friendliness of the President toward 
annexation has doubtless brought to the 
support of the treaty some strength in Con- 
gress, but it is foreshadowed that the treaty 
will fall short of ratification in the Senate by 
8 or 10 votes. The predicted fate of the an- 
nexation scheme is apparently not deplored 
by the thoughtful people of this country, if 
they were greatly moved on the subject they 
would give expression to their impulses by 
huge mass meetings, the popular American 
method of expressing approval of public 
measures. 
Our frame of government has no 


provision for ruling a possession like Hawaii, 
which must be held as a subject province in- 
definitely unfit for Statehood. 
We cannot, 


without grave peril to tin) Republic, give to 
Hawaii the ordinary status leading to State- 
hood. To grant, the islands an anomalous 
status it would be necessary to maintain a 
species of protectorate unknown to our pres- 
ent safe and well tried system. 
The islands 


cannot compensate us for the risks of such a 
departure from the honored old landmarks 
of American government. 
The master mot- 


ive behind this menacing movement is the 
cupidity of the Hawaiian sugar growers, who 
desire a bounty for their product. The lust 
of gain, not the desire to better the condi- 
tion of the islanders or to give the United 
States a desirable possession, is the real in- 
spiration of the annexation scheme. 
The 


fact remains as clear as ever that annexation 
means the acquirement of a petty oligarchy, 
of a motley community, in which only five 
per cent, of the inhabitants are of the Cau- 
casian race. The experiment of free demo- 
cratic government in the American sense 
cannot be safely committed to the Chinese 
and Japanese coolies that labor ou the plan- 
tations of the islands. The native islanders 
are also unfitted for self government, and 
the Portugese are of half barbaric caste. All

I hare been experimenting lately on 


the eggs from certain hens to find out if 
there is any great difference in the way 
they hatch, their vitality, etc., and 
have been greatly interested in the dis- 
coveries. The eggs from the abnormally 
fit hens Koldom hatch. The chicken 
usually dies on or abont the twelfth day 
of incabatiou. When an egg hatches a 
day or two in advance of time, one nsn- 
ally concludes that it was quite fresh 
when pnt in, but I now find that it is 
the eggs from the active and most 
healthy hens that break the shell first. 


Five eg£3 from a little game hen, 


whiah wero all over 5 days old, were 
the first to batch. Invariably the egg 
from tbe sleepy, lazy hen hatches late. 
Out of 27 hens whose eggs I experi- 
mented with I found two quite sterile. 
They both lay fine, large eggs of good 
shape and shell, but, though I must 
have tried quite a dozen of their eggs, 
not one has ever had a sign of a chick- 
en. I have oven mated them with differ- 
ent roosters, but without avail, and, 
strange to say, they are tho worst tem- 
pered hens io tbe yard; always quarrel- 
ling and boating the others.—Fanciers'

The Loud bill, which was a measure in- 


tended to regulate the postage on second-class 
mail matter, brought forth much debate in 
the House of Representatives, during its con- 
sideration.

itus, the Sisomondi, or the Macaulay of the 
future will write the history of our times. 
He joyously announces our advent into (his 
world, briefly records our uprisings and our 
downswings, and sorrowfully chronicles our 
exit from this vale of tears.

Scores of pooplo who could afford to drop 
a nlokel or a dime into the ohtircb offer- 
ing content themselves hy giving n penny. 
Tho fooling is cither that tho smallest 
offering 'will do,' or tho matter of church 
flnuuces is not given any thought. 
There 


is u failure to realize that a ohurch is tho 
same us any othor business institution, 
nud it must bavo money lor its mainte- 
nance. 


"There is such a thing ns too literal an 


interpretation of tho phrase that 'religion 
is free.' 
Of cour&o it is free, and let us 


hope that Itwill always bo soiii thiseoun- 
try. 
But 
to ninko religion 
frco costs 


money—and this isn't nn Irish bull, ei- 
ther. There aro those to whom more thnn 
'the widow's mite' given to tbo ohurch 
would mean doing without somo absolute 
necessity ot life. The pouuy of such u ono 
Is the most welcome gift to any church, 
the most noble offering which anyone can 
make. But: from those who can givo moro 
than a penny, nnd who nro giving only tho 
ponny, suoh an offering is an Insult to 
God and to his ohurch, and the sooner peo- 
ple BOO tho matter in tills hnrtl, truo light 
tho bettor. 
I nm almost tempted to say 


that the great majority of churches could, 
with perfect justice, rule out the penny 
from their offerings. 
Were this done tho 


nickel would bo tho prevailing offering, 
and to how few persons, when ono stops to 
consider tho question, would such nn offer- 
ing bo a hardship or an impossibility? A 
yearly offering of $2.00, calculating that 
ono attended church onco each Sunday or 
twloo wilh ono offering of 5 cents, would 
galvanize tho church finances of this coun- 
try."
